2. Claims 1 -4,6-8, 11,14-16,18-21 ,23-25,28,31-38,40-42,45 and 48-52 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's invention stores 
parental control information on a local computer. A server monitors the local computer for unauthorized 
changes made by an unauthorized user. The server resets any changes deemed unauthorized on the 
computer and contacts the owner notifying them that unauthorized changes were detected. Parental 
controls are present on the market, but a system which detects changes in parental settings and reverts 
them back to a prior parental setting based upon detection by a server of changes is distinguished over 
the prior art.
